“‘Be kind enough to send to me_today your resignation 
as chief constable for the city of Ednf€nton, the same to take 
effect on July 1st, or as soon as you desire.’’ 


This ultimatum, written by Commissioner Booth yesterday after- 
noon, and delivered by spécial messanger to Chief Lancey about six 
o clock, was the sensational feature that marked the conclusion of 
one of the most regrettable conditions that has ever characterized city 
affairs. : 

Mor weeks and months the lid has been off and the city has been 
wide open. Gambling resorts and confidence games, conducted by 
some of the worst erooks that have ever been outside the gates of n 
penitentiary, have been carried on at full blast. Houses of prostitu- 
ion, already*in marked evidence, increased so enormously in number 


that it is estimated by those who have made a thorough investigation 
of conditions that at least one hundred of these sink holes ot 
iniquity have hung out their shingles in all quarters of the city. 
Loose women have paraded the streets in the course of their nefarious 
business, in shameless disregard of the laws of common decency. 
Young Girls in Dens of Vice 

Young girls, some of them under fifteen years of age, have been 
found in some of these dens of vice, and have gone down to lasting 
shame and ruin. Moral lepers, without other means of support. 
have lived on the earnings of the unfotunate women and girls, have 
increasedgjn number until they have faced one at every turn, and 
Avave shamelessly bragged of their connection with the traffic. ; 
not an exaggeration to say there are from two to three hundred ot 
ilcse vultures who have preyed upon the frailty and weakness of

The number of loose women who have flaunted their vice in the 
faces of the respeetable citizens of the community will astound those 
who have ha@no*knoWledge of what has been goitg.on. Those who 
claim to know all the facets say that there are at least fifteen hundred 
of this class of women ih the city. What is more, they have been 
coming in by neaMy every train, and have added others to the grow- 
ing list of disorderly houses in the city. 
Department Apparently Inactive 

tn the face of this remarkable state of affairs, the police depart- 
ment has apparently been inactive. Well-known citizens of respecta- 
iility have alleged that they have complained to the police, time 
ufter time, of the existence of houses of prostitution in their vicinity, 
sometimes next door, The protests were without availy The business 
was carried on more brazenly than before. 

Not long ago a number of citizens complained to the school 
hoard of the presence-of disorderly houses near the Queen *s avenue 
school. This complaint was given publicity in the columns of the 
Isulletin, and was ventilated at a meeting of the school board, but 
nothing was done by the authorities to put the houses out of commis- 
sion, the investigations by a Bulletin reporter having proved this 
bevand the shadow of a doubt. These instances could be multiplied. 

"In the face of all this evidence, Commissioner Booth said he had 
come to the conclusionsthat it was high time for the axe to fall, and 
accordingly lost no time in aequainting Chief Lancey of his decision.

One thing 
is certain; the new chief will not be 
a member of the present force. The 
commissioner fold the Bulletin last 
night that he had made up his mind 
on that seore. He added that it was 
likely that he would ask J, W, Heffer- 
nan, city prosecutor, to ‘take charge 
of the department, temporarily, until 
a suitable man can be secured to as- 
sume the reins of office. 
Big Changes Predicted. 

The most revolutionary changes are 
predicted in the personnel’ of the 
force. Deputy Chief Samuel Wright 
will, in all probability, be asked for 
his resignation this morning, and 
wholesale dismissals are on the tapis. 
Very few of the. prominent men on 
the force will be left to tell the tale. 
‘Many heads will be chopped off and 
allowed to fall into the basket. Jt has 
been even suggested that every man 
on, the force should be asked to re- 
sign, and that the most capable men 
on the force should then be taken 
back, ~ 

Whether this will be done it is hard 
to say, but those who are in intimate 
touch with the situation say that the 
most drasti¢ action is. necessary in 
order that the polige force may be 
brought up to the standard which all 
right-thinking citizens demand. 

Peculiar Appointments, 
It is a fact that there have been ap- 


pointments to the force this year 
which seem to negative the idea that 
there has been any attempt to build 
up a model police foree, 

Some recent appointments are 
worthy of mention, Cne* constPble 


was employed during Lancey’s prev- 
ious administration, and was dismiss- 
ed twice for being drunk on duty. 
Later, while a civilian, he was placed 
in the cells in a helpless state of in- 
toxication. He was given the appoint- 
ment as constable only a few weeks 
ago, 


Found Helplessly Drunk, 

Another mah was found helplessly 
drunk with his arms round an electric 
light pole, while on point duty on Jas- 
per avenue last November, He was 
dismissed by ex-Deputy Davis, but 
was reappointed this spring. 

Anather man was reprimanded by 
ex-Chief Carpenter for assaulting a 
citizen on First street, and was later 
transferred to the south side.

Women have sat 
c.ose to the front windows of their 
houres, and made open solicitation. 
Colored women have roamed the east 
end on the look-out for men under 
the influerece of liquor, whom they 
have made a practice of rolling, 

The baneful influence of the traffic 
has extended in all directions. Men 
have gone ~ by mistake into the 
houses of fespectable people, and 
have grossly insulted and abused help- 
less and undefended women. One not- 
able case of this kind occurred on 
Queen's avenue. Young and innocent 
girls have been the vietims of the 
unwelcome attentions on the public 
sireets of men of lecherous intent. 
The story is too sad for words. 

Policemen Have Known 

Policemen on the beat have known 
what was going on. Wandering wo- 
men of the underworld have passed 
under the noses of the officers at all 
hours of the night.

poses of prostitution, and the = an- 
nouncement was made that fifteen 
hundred dollars would be expended in 


fitting up the place with expensive 
furniture, 
In the larger houses there have 


been as many as fifteen inmates. The 
principal feature has been the recep- 
tion room, where the girls were 
paraded before the male visitors, in 
regular European style.

These are questions that have been asked by the ordinary man 
on the street, They are questions that are being asked with increased 
persistence every day. Disorderly women themselves say that they 
have been compelled to pay protection money. Men who live on the 
earnings of these women make no attempt to deny that proteetion 
money has been paid 

Say Were Paying For Protection 

A well-known man went to a house recently where there are, or 
were, six girls, at least one of the girls being dinder fifteen years of 
age. é‘ 
“Are you not afraid of being arrested by the poliee!”’ he asked 
with a due regard at the same time for his own safety, 

‘*No,’’ she replied, ‘‘we pay lots of money to 
protection. You needn't be afraid.’’ 

And so the sordid story, might be continued. “A negro woman on 
Clara street, even as late as Thursday night, told a man whom she 
Inred into her house that her expenses were excessive, but the reason 
v#s that she had to regularly pay money for police protection. 

It is even reported that there has been a regular protection seale 
for these resorts, ranging from two hundred dollars per month for 
the larger houses, down to twenty-five dollars per month for the 
suualler houses. Thousands of dollars, it is said, have been salted

El Paso, May 22.—Saltillo is the 
provisional capital of Mexico tonight, 
if the official reports which were re- 
eelved by the Constitutional Junta, 
iater verified by messages to the 
commandant in Juarez and flashed to 
France by General Felip Angeles to 
his family, are true. After five days 
of battles and skirmishes nine miles 
from Saltillo, the federal garrison de- 
parted for the south to face twenty 
miles of the worst desert in Centrai 
Mexico. The supposed destination of 
the garrison of 8,500 surviving Fed- 
erals is San Luis Potoal, although that 
town is surrounded by the forces otf 
Generals Torres and Guiterez, who 
have been besieging the town of San 
Luis Potosi from the north and east. 

Capitulation a Surprise 

The capitulation of Saltillo came as 
“a surprise to the rebel commanders, 
as much as did Ojiniga and Torreon. 
Villa was preparing to renew the at- 
tack on the town proper, after dispos- 
ing of the Federal flankers and rein- 
forcements from Monclovia, whe 
had harassed him around Paredon. 
He returned to Ramos Ariazpe and 
was making his plans for a general 
assult on the town, having sent his 
skirm’sh line ahead to gin the at- 
tack. At the first sound of firing, 
the Federals started south. 

The Constitutionalist Junta was not 
surprised at this unexpected move on 


the part of the Federals, as they

Purchased Homesteads Refused 


During consideration of amend- 
ments to the Dominion Lands act on 
May 6th, the following discussion took 
place as reported in Hansard: 

Mr. Douglas; Under clause 4 a 
question may arise which affects par- 


ticularly the northern part of the pro- 
vince of Alberta. (We are excepted 
trom the provisions of this pre-emp- 
tion act inasmuch as no pre-emptions 
are allowed north of the 44th town- 
ship, I think this is working a hard- 
ship because the northern section of 
Alberta is largely a brush country and 
a homesteader may not have open 
jand enougn on hig quarter section of 
160 acres to permit him to earn a 
jivelihood. This makes it necessary 
that he should be enabled to secure 
more land, I think that the minister 
should grant, in lieu of pre-emption 
privileges being allowed in the north- 
ern part of Alberta, the right to home- 
steaders or entrants to take up pur- 
chased homesteads in that section of 
the province. We have in the Peace 
river countty a tremendous amount 
of arable land and we also have a 
large number of people who have ac- 
quired homesteads possibly in other 
provinces or who have exhausted their 
nomestead rights either by abandon- 
ment or in some other manner and I 
think it should be the policy of the 
department to allaw these people to 
nave the privilege of acquiring a pur- 
chased homestead such as is granted 
in the southern part of Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta, under the purchased 
aomestead provisions, In the north- 
ern section of Alberta the purchased 
nomestead area should be extended 
so ag to permit entrants to obtain 
purchased homesteads. If the minis- 
ter will not acquicsce in this sugges- 
tion I would like to moye that section 
28 be amended by striking out the 
words “open for entry in the manner 
set forth in this section’’ when they 
occur in lines 22 and 23 thereof, and 
by further striking out all the words 
contained in lines 36 to 53 thereof, 
both inclusive, 

This is to permit of 
homtsteads being acquired 
township 44. 

Mr. Roche: Purenased homesteads 
were allowed, as the hon, gentleman 
states, to those who had exhausted 
their right to take up another home- 
stead. There was a time when a per- 
son was entitled to take up a second 
nomestead, That privilege has been 
cancelled and in order to afford per- 
sons coming within this class to ob- 
tain more land within a certain area, 
much the same area as the pre-emp- 
tion area, they are allowed to take 
up purchased homesteads on much 
the same conditions as people may 
take up pre-emptions. As this area 1s 
largely the same area as the pre-emp- 
tion area, it was considered at the 
time that it would not be wise to ex- 
tend it farther north or into other por- 
tions of the same province that had 
not this particular character of land. 
I would make the same answer to the 
hon. gentleman that I would have 
made had I spoken to my hon. friend 
from Prince Albert (Mr. McKay) 
regard to the extension 
emption area, It was designed orig-

inally because it was considered that 
320 acres in that area would maintain 
a farmer and his family no better than 
160 acres in a more productive part 


ef the country. In view of so many 
people being of the opinion that 
was very doubtful wisdom to have ¢s- 
tablished the original pre-emption 
area, I do not feel now like recom- 
mending an extension of it, or of the 
purchased homestead area. The 
northern part of the province is more 
adapted for mixed farming. The 
conditions referred to by the hon. 
member for Prince Albert (Mr. Mc- 
Kay), where there is too much water, 
makes a difference from the semi- 
arid district, but as drainage proposi- 
tions are put into effect, much of the 
land now under water will be drain- 
ed and made arable. I think it is 
better to encourage mixed farming in 
the northern district, and I think a 
farmer in that part of the country 
which is wooded and well watered 
will thrive much better under mixed 
farming than mere grain growing. 
1 do now think it would be wise to 
accede at present to the requests of 
the hon. member for Prince Albert 
and the hon. member for Strathcona 
to enlarge the area ejther for pre- 
emption or purchased homesteads, 
Mr. Oliver: 1 do not think the 
minister’s reasons are apt as applied 
to purchased homesteads. The re- 
sults have shown that the pre-emp- 
tion provision was a wise one, and 
that it brought in a large population 
to a vast are of country that up to 
the time of its adoption had not been 
occupied. The purchased homestead 
has nothing iv du with giving the 
settler a greater area than a quarte 


section. The purchased homestead 
merely allows the man who has ex- 
hausted his homestead right, and 


who, if he is looking for land again, 
must go across the international 
boundary line for it, to take up an- 
other homestead on certain specified 
conditions. He pays $3 an acre for 
it; he does a larger measure of culti-

more. The only reason purchased 
homesteads were restricted to the 
pre-emption area was because at the 
time there was a general objection to 
allowing a purchased homestead at 
all. I felt convinced that it was de- 
sirable from every point of view that 
there should be such a privilege ac- 
corded, but at the time I was only 
able to get the consent of the House 
to it as restricted to the pre-emption 
area. Experience has shown that 
the danger which was feared at that 
time from the gramting of this privi- 
lege—the fear of a transfer of whole 
bodies f people as a result of the 
privilege—-does not now exist, To- 
day, in the light of actual experience, 
1 um sure that the Government would 
be well advised, and would be acting 
sirietly in the public Interest as well 
as in the interest of many hundreds 
ef pioneers who have exhausted their 
rights and who now are not in @ posl- 
tion to give the best service of which 
they are capable to their country be- 
cause they are not able to take up 
another homestead, if it granted this 
privilege, 1 would urge very stronge-

would contain over 80 acres of arable 
land. I thought it was a great mis- 
take that the pre-emption regulation, 
when first introduced, did not extend 
over the whole province. It is mis- 
leading to new settlers; people come 
here from other countries with the 
expectation of being able to take up 
haift a section, and they are disap- 
pointed. In the semi-arid or dry 
Lelt it may be that the land does not 
yield as much as in the north, but 
there is a great deal of land south of 
44 that is just as productive as any 
land north of 44, so that you cannot 
make any general application of a law 
in that respect. It would, in my 
opinion, be better if the homestead 
regulations were made general, so 
that every one would understand. 
North of 44 there is a good deal of 
timber and a good deal of water. 


know quarter-sections not far from! 


railways which, on account of the 
water and the wood on them, are not 
fit to cultivate. There are in some 
Places side hills that would make 
grazing land, but there may be 50 or 
60 acres of water; and a man could 
not make a livelihood with the num- 
ber of cattle he could keep on 70 or 
80 acres. There are other places 
where the water floods in the spring, 
which makes it impossible to farm, 
but still stock could be Paised on that 
land. Ifaman be confined to a 
quarter-section he cannot raise more 
than 85 or 40 head of cattle, which 
would hardly sustain a family. The 
man in the north, considering the na- 
ture of the country, has just as much 
need of @ half section as has the set- 
tler in the south, The minister is an 
old settler; he has lived in the West 
for a long time and he knows that 
years ago, before we had the advan- 
tage of the railways, many of the first 
settlers who located in the northern 
part of the country found themselves 
in difficulty after some years. There 
were ho markets and they were forc- 
ed off the land. Many of them lost 
their land altogether, and some sold 
it for four or five hundred dollars, 
Afterwards when they had advan- 
tages that they did not have at that 
time, they found themselves without 
land and without means to secure 
land. I cannot see any good reason 
why any man, if he is willing to go 
on the land, to live on it for a few 
years, to fulfill the homestead re- 
quirements and to pay for it, should 
not have an opportunity, now 


that: the school 


conditions are more favorable, to! 
make good on the land. Many of 
these settlers wasted the land when it 
Was of no value; they gave it away 
for nothing because they could not 
exist on it, and by so doing they lost 
the opportunity of making a living on 
it as they could now do.

Woodstock, Ont., May 22.—Subjects 
relating to every phase of church life 
will be considered at the fortieth Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church in Canada, which will convene 
here on Wednesday, June 3, in Knox 
church, one of the finest ecclesiastical 
structures in Western Untario, 


The Rev, Dr. Murdock Mackenzie, 
who spent twenty-five years of his life 
in North Honan, China, and who dur- 
ing the past twelve months has visited 
Canadian churches from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, Will preach the intro- 
ductory sermon, Hie will naturally 
take under review the foreign work 
of the denomination, and will seek to 
intite it to greater and more earnest 
efforts in the future. His pertorm- 
ance of the duties in convening the 
assembly wil complete his work as the 
moderator and his successor will be 
elected on the evening of the meeting. 

College Education in the West. 

The delegates to the Assembly will 
spend eight or nine days in their de- 
liberations and their discussions. All 
the important committees of the 
church will make reports of the werk 
done during the year. The most im- 
portant committees are those having 
charge of the work of the church at 
home, abroad and in colleges. At the 
meeting of the Assembly in Toronto 
last year a large committee was named 
to take under consideration all ques- 
ys relating to colleges and college 
cation, and it is expected that a 
very earnest debate will occur with re 
“ard to the work of the colleges this 
year. The church has institutions of 
this character from Halifax in the east 
to Vancouver in the west, New institu- 
tions have recently been begun in the 
oles of Edmonton and Saskatoon, 
and from these interesting reports are 
expected, Many leading ministers of 
the church have expressed their be- 
lief that changes should be made in 
the curriculum of the colleges and 
that they should be made more prac- 
tical and up-to-date. Rev. Dr. Her- 
ridge, and the Rey. Dr. Ramsay, of 
Ottawa, are among the leading min- 
isters who have urged a revision of the 
methods of edutation in the colleges 
of the church.

here, It is recognized that whenever 
union is effected there will be some 
loss, and there appears to be a grow- 
ing determination on the part of those 
who are favorable to unton «oO wring 
this matter to a final Issue, Some 
changes have been proposed Iu tne 
basis of union, and although these are 
trifling it will be necessary to give con- 
eregations the opportunity to vote on 
them, Consequently a new vote will 
be taken, probably before the close of 
the present year in all the congrega- 
tions of the church, both Methodist 
and Presbyterian, ™ 


Delegates’ Transportation Paid, 


The attendance at the meeting here 
will be large. For.the first time, this 
year the railway expenses of the dele- 
gates from all parts of Canada will be 
paid by the church. Last year the ex- 
penses were paid but it was then re- 
garded as a special feature of the con- 
gress of that year. This year the ex- 
penses will be paid for the tirst time 
in accordance with the permanent 
standing order of the denomination. 
In earlier years ministers living in the 
prairie provinces ard in British Cot- 
umbia and ministers living in remote 
parts of the maritime provinces were 
in many cases unable to attend the 
Assembly owing to the expense. This 
difficulty. is now removed and it is 
expected that there will be as full a 
representation from the far west and 
from the far east as there will be 
from the province of Ontario. 


Local Arrangements, 


; Although Woodstock is much small- 
jer than the cities which as a rule en- 
} tertain the Assembly, there will be 
adequate provision in Knox church 
} both for the public gatherings and for 
| all committee meetings. The struc- 
ture is comparatively new, having 
been built only fifteen years ago. The 
auditorium will seat from 1,200 to 
1,500 people and the school room 500 
additional.

ONLY TWO PER ENT 
OF LARD BENG USED 


Canada’s Agricultural Land as 
Yet Has Been Scarcely 


Touched 
Ottawa, May 21.—The poieniial 


agricultural resources of Canada are 
indicated by the fact that not more 
than 2.6 per cent, of the total land 
area of theenine provinces is now 
under cultivation. This is one of 
the interesting statements in a bulle- 
tin just issued by the census and 
statistical branch of the Department 
of Trade and Commerce. 

The total land area of the nine 
provinces is placed at 1,401,316,413 
acres, The area of faiin land occu- 
pied in 1911, according to census 
figures, is 109,777,085 acres, It is 
estimated that within the boundaries 
of the nine provinces as at present 
constituted, there is a total cultivable 
area of 410,951,000 acres, This, it 
will be noted, was only 3L per cent, 
of the total land area and takes no 
account of forest and swamtp lands 
which may ultimately be tilled nor of 
northern areas, of which the agricul- 
tural possibilities are at present un- 
known, because unexplored and un- 
surveyed, 

The tota) area under cultivation is 
given as thirty-six million acres. 
this fleld crops represent 35,375,000 
acres and fruit and vegetable 
625,000 acres, Only about 
three per cent. of the area now occu- 
vied as farm land is at present under 
cultivation, while as noted above only 
2.6 per cent. of the total land area 
is occupied for agricultural purposes,

Responsible For Fall in Prices 


By Bulletin Leased Wire, 

CHICAGO, May 22.—Tleavy selling 
by an interest that was conspicuous 
on the buying side during the recent 
advance pulled down prices today in 
wheat. The close was unsteady, 3-8 
@ 1-2 to 5-8 @ 8-4 under last night, 
Oats finished with a gain of 1-4 to 5-8 
@ 3-4. 

Rig concentrated offerings provided 
altogether too much of a burden for 


the nearly exhausted wheat bulls, 
There was a fighting market early and 
many shorts were forced to cover, but 
eventually the bears ruled the pit. Re- 
markably confident opinions that Kan- 
sas, notwithstanding the Hessian fly, 
would raise a bumper crop, formed 
the chief news development with 
which the friends of higher prices had 
to struggle. It was asserted also that 
Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahama 
harvest nearly 4,000,000 acres more 
than in 1913, 

The enlarged receipts here cut some 
figure as an element of depreasion in 
wheat. As many as 242 carloads came 
into Chicago today and deliveries on 
May contracts have amounted in the 
last three days to 600,000 bushels, 

Oats advanced with corn, and as a
